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Successful Dairy Herd Management 


As Applied at Overbrook Dairy, Cedar Grove, New Jersey 
By M. H. KEENEY, Superintendent of Dairy 


HE fundamentals of economical and profitable milk 
4 production are about the same in all parts of the 

country. The question of available feeds and markets 
will influence methods of management but the old adage, 
“Feed, Weed and Breed,” apply wherever one may be 
located. 

In the dairy sections of the East I consider the factor 
of breeding the most important. Through the extension 
agencies of our agricultural colleges most of our Eastern 
dairymen have a fair knowledge of feeding. At least I 
believe their feeding methods are better than their breed- 
ing methods. While proper feeding is absolutely essential 
for economical production yet no amount of good feed and 
care can make a good produc- 
er out of a poor cow. The 


Here at the Essex County Hospital we have a herd of 
about 100 milk cows and heifers which average over 12,000 
pounds of milk per cow per year. I will try to tell you 
briefly how they were obtained and something of the 
management. 

The present herd was established about three years ago. 
In establishing a herd good judgment in selecting cattle 
is of utmost importance. We found it practically impos- 
sible to buy many cows with either cow testing or private 
records of production and most of our cows were selected 
on the basis of dairy type. The fact that our dairy aver- 
ages 12,000 lbs. milk per cow is evidence of the correlation 
of type and production and that it is possible to select a 
high producing herd on the 
basis of type alone. However, a 





first essential for profitable 
milk production is good cows 
and without them the dairy 
business is only a drudgery. 
We must have cows of high 
producing ability in order to 
get profitable returns~for our 
feed and labor. Of course no 
matter how good our cows may 
be they cannot give maximum 
returns except when properly 
fed and cared for. 

Then the problem of weed- 
ing out the more inferior cows 
and replacing them with bet- 
ter producers should be given 
constant attention and this can 
only be done by keeping rec- 
ords of production on each in- 
dividual cow in our herds. A

man may think he can tell 
which are his good cows and 
which are not but he is only fooling himself when he tries 
to guess without actual records. Every dairy cow in the 
United States should be in a cow testing association or 
where this is not possible, the dairyman should keep pri- 
vate records. Especially should this be true of our pure- 
bred herds. Purebred cattle are positively more efficient 
producers on the average than are grades and the way to 
prove this and to convince the grade cow dairyman is to 
enter our purebred herds in the cow testing association. 
Not just here and there a purebred herd but all of them. 
We would then soon eliminate the scrub purebreds and 
the better ones would have proper recognition and value. 
The matter of herd improvement of course lies mainly 
with the bull. No breeder. can succeed except through 
the use of good sires. And here again guesswork will 
not do. 





and dry cows are fed part 
clover and part alfalfa. We get 
a better milk production from alfalfa hay than from clover, 
it being very difficult to buy good clover hay. We feed 
all the hay and silage the cattle will eat and grain is fed 
in amounts to each individual cow according to her milk 
production, usually about one pound of grain for each 
three and one-half pounds of milk. We mix our own grain 
ration because of the economy in buying. Our ration for 
the milking herd is: 
700 Ibs. yellow hominy 


500 “ ground oats 

400 “ wheat bran 

400 “ dried brewers grains (25% protein) 
300 “ linseed oil meal 

300 “ cottonseed meal (43% protein) 

100 “ diamond gluten 

100 “ Buffalo gluten

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This ration is used for test cows and the entire milk- 
ing herd although individual test cows may receive addi- 
tional amounts of certain grains especially oil meal and 
brewers grains. Our experience is that one may use any 
one of a number of good grain mixtures and get about 
the same results but maximum milk production cannot be 
secured without the best quality of roughage. Grain will 
not take the place of a deficiency or lack of quality in 
the roughage. Furthermore the food nutrients are usually 
cheaper in roughage than in grain. 


We aim to have our cows freshen about every 12 
months and to stand dry 6 to 8 weeks. While dry they are 
fed grain in accordance to their appetite and physical 
condition. Our dry cow mixture is: 


100 lbs. yellow hominy 
100 “ ground oats 
100 “ wheat bran 
100 “ dried brewers grains 
100 “ linseed oil meal 
Since we do not have silage to feed the entire dairy 
throughout the year some beet pulp is purchased to sup- 
plement the silage, it being fed mostly to test cows. There 
seems to be more milk in beet pulp than in silage for 
test cows. 
While we do not have any pasture the cows are turned 
out in yards for exercise practically every day in the year. 
We milk 20 cows three times a day, two men handling 
the 20 cows. Also we usually milk 8 or 10 cows four 
times a day, these all being test cows while usually about 
half of the three-timers are on semi-official test, the others 
being milked three times a day for their flush production 
when fresh. We find the three-times-a-day milking a 
very practical and profitable proposition aside from any 
record feature. We try to have about the same number 
of cows freshen every month in the year to keep a uni- 
form milk supply. This gives us some fresh cows every

month to go in the three-time-a-day string and replace 
cows that have been fresh for some time. The twenty 
three-timers average thirty quarts per cow per day right 
through the year. 

We are located on high priced land and with rela- 
tively high feed and labor costs. Under these conditions 
we must have good cows and work them about to their 
maximum capacity. However, the returns from our milk 
are also relatively high but it must be produced under the 
most sanitary conditions from healthy cows. Any dairy 
in this section producing raw milk must make a very 
clean grade of milk. The Municipal Board of Health reg- 
ulations are very strict and they are enforced. Our dairy 
is maintained to supply milk for the hospital of 2,200 pa- 
tients and some 400 employees. The breeding of cattle is 
rather incidental to that of milk production. We are 
breeding purebred Holsteins for the purpose of improving 
the efficiency of our milking herd rather than for what- 
ever profits we may get from the sale of stock. The cost 
of milk production is materially less than the price for 
which an equal grade of milk can be purchased on the 
market. The sale of bull calves and a few heifers pays 
very good returns for the extra investment and expense 
of maintaining a purebred herd. 


Sufficient heifers are raised to make replacements in 
the milking herd. Although the cost of raising heifers 
under our conditions is very high we find it a better 
proposition than buying cows not only from the stand- 
point of improving our herd but also it reduces the dangers 
of introducing abortion and tuberculosis to a minimum. 
We aim to grow our heifers very well and have as much 
maturity as possible at first freshening (27 to 30 months 
of age). Our first calf heifers are averaging to produce 
as much as the average of the mature cows in the dairy.

The System of Judging Dairy Cattle at 
Danish Shows 


From the Report to the Board of Directors 
By F. L. Houghton and W. S. Moscrip 


1. Cows of the dairy breeds are admitted to the 
Danish Shows, only, when they have a record of their 
vield of milk and butter for the total number of lactation 
periods that they have been in milk. Cows that do not 
have such records of production cannot be admitted to 
any show. 

2. All records of production on Danish cows are made 
by the Cow Testing Association. There are no Advanced 
Registry systems in Denmark. 

3. Bulls belonging to the dairy breeds cannot be given 
prizes at any Danish Show unless the milk yield and per- 
centage of fat of their dams are known. This means that 
every bull in any Danish Show, to receive consideration, 
must come from dams with authenticated records. It is 
preferable that -chese records extend to the great gran- 
dams. 

4. At the shows the animals are judged for the ex- 
ternal appearance and conformity to breed type. The ped- 
igree of the animals is then judged independently. 

5. In judging the pedigree it is divided into two parts. 
First: Consideration is given to the record both for milk 
and fat of the female ancestors in the pedigree. Second: 
Consideration is given to previous ratings of the external 
appearance of all the known ancestors in the pedigree. 
This material is kept and is available from the Breed 
Associations. 

6. In most instances the results of the qualifications 
of the records of the female ancestors and the results of 
the qualifications of the external appearance of all known 
animals in the pedigree are added together and are called 
“Value of the Pedigree.” 

7. In the judging of*bulls, as an example, a bull can 
get first prize for its external appearance and then will be 
known as a prize bull, so far as exterior is concerned. 
The same bull may then be classified as second, ¢hird 
or fourth, in regard to the record of his female ancestors 
and may be classified as second with regard to the ex- 
ternal appearance of all known ancestors in the pedigree. 
8. This illustrates that in the Danish system of judg- 
ing three points are taken into consideration. First: The 
animal itself. Second: The record of female ancestors, 
and third: Exterior and breed type of all known ances- 
tors in the pedigree. 

9. A bull that has been placed first, with regard to 
external appearance, but third class for the pedigree, 
would get the same rating as a bull classed as third class, 
with regard to the appearance, but first class for the value 
of the pedigree.- As a general rule the amount of money 
an animal gets as a prize depends upon the value of the 
pedigree and the exterior of the bull itself. 

10. In the above system, which is commonly used at 
the different Danish shows in Denmark, it will be noted 
that, First: Animals cannot be shown unless they come 
from ancestry of known production and themselves, in 
case of cows, have known production. Second: When 
these animals have made the above requirement they then 
are placed not alone on the type of the animal itself, as 
exhibited on the day of the show, but are judged on the 
type and on the value of the pedigree and appearance of 
ancestors in the pedigree. This system has brought about, 
in a short period of time, a remarkable uniformity of 
breed development.

The Danish Royal Agricultural Society upon request 
furnished this Committee information regarding the sys- 
tem employed in Denmark of judging cattle for individual- 
ity and production. 

Professor Peter Aug. Morkeberg was delegated to pre- 
pare the information and as he states: 


“I understand that it is the judging of our 
dairy cattle in which you are interested and 1 
suppose that the judging of our Red Danish 
Milk cattle (the Red Danish Dairy Breed) is of 
most interest for you, as the one-half part of 
the Danish cattle belong to this breed. This 
breed is spread over the whole of Denmark 
{the islands and Jutland), but is judged after 
the same system all over. 

“At the shows the catile are divided into 
3 main groups: 

1. Bulls 
2. Collection of cows 
3. Collection of heifers 
1. The bulls are judged after: 
(a) Exterior 
(b) Pedigree 
and they get two prizes, one for exterior and 
another for pedigree. 

(a) Judging the “exterior” of the bulls, we 
do not use any scheme with points, as 
we did before. We are giving each bull 
a main character (excellent, very good, 
good, etc.) according to size, conforma- 
tion and breed-shape, and after the char- 
acter the bulls are divided into prize 
groups (lst, 2d and 3d prize) and are 
placed in rows according to the prizes 
they have obtained. 

Judging the “pedigree” we pay attention 
to the value of the ancestors as regard 
conformation, yield and progeny, and on 
the basis of this valuation, we calcu- 
late the heredity power, which we think 
the bull possesses as regard transplanta- 
tion to the progeny, conformation and 
yield (by quantity and quality). As 
maximum we are giving 24 points for 
the calculated hereditary power of con- 
formation and 24 points for the calcu- 
lated hereditary power of yield. If the 
bull gets 40 points or more, he gets lst 
prize for pedigree. 32-40 points gives 2d 
prize and 24-32 gives 3d prize. 

2. Collections of cows are judged accord- 

ing to: 
(a) Exterior 
(b) Yield 

and get one prize for each of these factors. 

(a) Judging the exterior we pay attention 
to the size, conformation, breed-shape 
and the uniformity of the collection; 
special attention is paid to the milk 
signs, (particularly the size and shape 
of the udder and the teats). We are 
giving each collection of cows a main- 
character, and according to this the col- 
lections are divided in prize groups. 
Judging the yield we pay attention to 
quantity and quality. A cow cannot be 
shown unless she, as an average of her 
whole production, has given at least 160 
kg. of butter and at least 3.60 per cent 
of fat, unless her average yield is 180 kg. 
of butter or more yearly. 

The average yield of each cow in the collec- 
tion is judged as shown below: 

150 kg. butter is calculated as O; 
and for each 5 kg. butter more is 
given 1 point.

In 
addition to producing this large amount of milk she also 
carried a calf 222 days, calving again on November 2, 1925. 
We mention these figures as a tribute to the cow’s won- 
derful persistency in production and her remarkable stam- 
ina and staying power in that she was able to carry a calf

nearly 74% months of the year. 

The last month of this cow’s record was made under 
a very severe handicap. During the first week in August 
she was shipped to the Vancouver Exhibition and was 
first prize cow with record. From there she went to Vic- 
toria where she repeated her success. Her crowning 
glory came at New Westminster where, in addition to be- 
ing first prize cow with record, she was made senior and 
grand champion Holstein cow in competition with cattle 
from ten other herds. Needless to say the shipping and 
excitement of the fairs cut her production for the last 
month in half as it was deemed wiser to take her off test 
ration entirely. 

She was not pampered in any way and received no 
grain before freshening. For seven months of the year 
she was on pasture night and day, being brought in long 
enough to be milked and fed which was three times a day 
as that was the number of times she was milked. In 
justice to the cow we might state that eight or nine men 
miiked her at different intervals of the test although great 
credit should go to A. E. Leffering, who gave her a great 
send-off. She was fed very conservatively, receiving on the 
18 and 19 Ibs. of grain per day consisting of 
oats, bran, cornmeal, oilmeal and also soybean

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Operation of Delegate System in 1926 


ETITIONS for the nomination of delegates to the an- 
Pp nual convention of the Holstein-Friesian Association 

of America at DesMoines, Iowa, June 2, will soon be 
distributed to all members by the Secretary. The by-laws 
provide that the petitions shall be sent out 120 days before 
the date of the convention, which would be February 3 
of this year. Nominations close 90 days in advance of the 
convention or on March 4 this year. For the benefit of 
those who are not familiar with the operation of the dele- 
gate system in our Association it may be stated that each 
state is a separate election district, with delegates based 
upon the number of members within that district. The 
basis of representation is one delegate for each district 
and one additional delegate for each 200 members. In 
districts entitled to ten or more delegates, the number of 
signatures of members required for the nominating peti- 
tion is ten. In districts having between five and ten dele- 
gates, the number of signatures required is five, and in all 
districts having less than five delegates the number of sig- 
natures required is three. 

When the period for making nominations comes to a 
close the Secretary makes up printed ballots for each dis- 
trict, which are sent out to all members sixty days in ad- 
vance of the meeting, or April 3 this year. A period of 
twenty days for voting is allowed, the ballots closing on 
April 23. The Committee on Elections counts the ballots 
thirty days in advance of the meeting or on May 3. This 
Committee is required to report to the Secretary the pre- 
liminary role of delegates elected within eighteen days in 
advance of the convention, or by May 15, and the Secre- 
tary must nolify the delegates of their election not less 
than fourteen days before the date of the convention. 


Under a by-law provision adopted in 1924, the Asso- 
ciation pays the railroad fare of all delegates to and from 
the convention. This provision worked out very satisfac- 
torily last year in connection with the convention at 
Grand Rapids in helping to bring about the most widely 
distributed attendance of any meeting the Association has 
ever held. 

It is important that members give attention to every 
step in the process of carrying out the provisions of the 
delegate plan. We would remind them that their first 
responsibility is the matter of making nominations. There 
is no limit upon the number that may be nominated from 
any district and it is desirable that the members see to it 
that their best and clearest thinking breeders are placed 
in nomination so that every state may have the best pos- 
sible representation in the convention. Only individual 
life members of the Asscciation are eligible to serve as 
delegates. 

In this connection, we want to express our hearty dis- 
approval of the plan adopted by one of our state associa- 
tions of placing in nomination delegations selected on the 
basis of the county of their residence within the state. 
The National Association is not interested in county lines 
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within a state and the rest of the membership of the Asso. 
ciation is entitled to have the strongest men and the begt 
qualified men from each state to serve as delegates regard. 
less of the county they happen to live in. Under that 
system where two or more good men, as it frequently hap. 
pens, live in the same county, only one of them coulg 
serve as a delegate. We do not think that the members 
generally regard this question of serving as a delegate tg 
the National Convention as an honorary position to be 
passed around to the different sections of the state, byt 
they recognize that the annual convention demands the 
best brains of the industry. It is not complimentary eithar 
to the delegates elected or to the membership within g 
state to assume that there is a feeling that delegates 
elected from any state are not big enough to represent the 
interests of the entire state, regardless of the section of 
the state from which they may happen to come.

The Effect of Age and Development on 


Butterfat Production 


R. GRAVES, specialist in dairy cattle breeding, and 
R: M. H. Fohrman, dairy husbandman with the Bu. 
®of Dairying, have been conducting an exhaustive 
study of yearly records of Jersey and Guernsey cattle in 
an attempt to determine the effect of age and development 
on butterfat production. The results have been _ pub- 
lished in Department Bulletin No. 1352. From. their 
studies they conclude that the increase in production from 
an initial record to a reentry record is owing partly to 
increased age and owing partly to the development which 
the animal undergoes during the progress of her initial 
official test. This latter, which his been called the effect 
of development, averages 11% of the reentry records of 
Jerseys and 12.2% for Guernseys. They found that the 
age of maximum production for the Jersey cows included 
in the study begins when the cow is six years old and 
continues until she reaches the age of 10% years, while 
the Guernsey records studied indicated maximum produc- 
ing ability at five years of age and extended until the age 
of eleven years was reached. The results will be used as 
a basis for adjusting records of various ages in the future 
studies of prepotency of sires made by the Bureau of 
Dairying.

REATOR No. 228676, whose well known likeness 
Cronrs our front cover this week, is a leading pres- 

ent day sire of production with type. Word has just 
come from Illinois that one of his daughters in the W. 
T. Rawleigh herd has just made a junior two-year-old 
record of well over 1,000 lbs. butter, which record will 
be given more adequate announcement as soon as her 
figures are confirmed by the A. R. office. Creator thus 
becomes the only sire of the breed to have two 1,000-lb. 
junior two-year-old daughters. He now has four daughters 
that average over 1,000 lbs. and seventeen that average 
over 800 lbs. butter from 17,417.1 lbs. milk, with an aver- 
age test of practically 3.7%, all of the daughters included 
in these averages being two-year-olds except one that is 
just barely three years old. His two best daughters rank 
third and sixth in the junior two-year-old list. 

His daughters on short test also give him high rank 
among present day sires. He is in fact the only living 
sire to have as many as 36 daughters with two-year-old 
records above 20 lbs. butter. He now has 73 A R. O. daugh- 
ters that have been officially reported, of which 36 have two- 
year-old records from 20 to better than 30 lbs, five of them 
being above 25 lbs, and the entire list of 66 that were 
tested in two-year-old form average better than 20.5 lbs. 
each. 

Creator is also transmitting production through his 
sons, already having at least three or four sons that have 
sired 20-lb. two-year-old daughters and many younger sons 
whose daughters show wonderful promise although too 
young to freshen as yet. 

The type of the descendants of Creator was conclu- 
sively demonstrated at the best shows of the 1925 season, 
when one of his daughters was eight times junior cham- 
pion and four times grand champion at major shows in- 
cluding the National, Waterloo, Portland, American Royal, 
Central States, and the Wisconsin, Michigan and Illinois 
State Fairs. On the same circuit, a produce of cow con- 
sisting of two full sisters by Creator was undefeated 
wherever shown except at the National, where they took 
second on a hair-line decision. Many other descendants 
of Creator were consistently well up in the money at 
the eight big shows mentioned with the Pabst show herd, 
and the Creator Get of Sire won at a number of these good 
shows, including Wisconsin and Michigan States Fairs 
and Central States Exposition. 

A grandson of Creator, by one of his good sons, was 
undefeated junior champion at Aurora, the Wisconsin 
and Minnesota State Fairs and at Waterloo, and was 
chosen Reserve All American senior yearling for 1925. 
Creator and his son Pabst Creator made up the only pair 
of sire and son, both to have offspring that were ‘given 
All American mention in 1925 with the single exception 
of Count Paul Posch end his son, Count Paul Echo Posch. 

It is probably unnecessary to state that Creator is one 
of the two great herd sires heading the herd of Pabst 
Holstein Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis. He is the youngest 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes and Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d, and is therefore a full brother to Bess 
Johanna Ormsby, Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and 
King of the Ormsbys. These three, with Creator, make 
up what is perhaps the greatest quartette of Holsteins ever 
produced by the same sire and dam. Their achievements 
are too well known to need detailed mention here.

Schroeder herd when only a young calf and time has 
proven the wisdom of the choice. Practically all of his

Mixed Feed Service 


Recommendation for a Dairy Feed Mixture Which Can Be Prepared by Local 
Millers or Cooperatives 


J. E. BURNETT, Dairy Section, Michigan State College 


in the demand from dairymen in 

Michigan for mixed grain ra- 
tions for their herds for the winter 
feeding months. This demand comes 
as a result of two factors; first be- 
cause most Michigan dairymen in 
order to utilize efficiently their home- 
grown grains must add to the ration 
some high protein feeds; second, be- 
cause the owners of small herds in 
which all or a considerable part of 
the concentrates must be purchased 
find it frequently more economical to 
purchase a ready mixed feed than to 
attempt to buy numerous small lots 
of feeds at retail prices for home mix- 
ing. 

These needs for ready mixed dairy 
feeds are reflected in the sales by ele- 
vators, mills and feed stores. Many 
millers having a local trade are manu- 
facturing and selling a ready mixed 
feed for local consumption. In most 
cases the local mixed feed can be sold 
at a lower price than the feed having 
a wider distribution because of lower 
sales cost, lower overhead, and lower 
freight rates. This results in the es- 
tablishing of a local market for home 
grown grains and provides an outlet 
for some of the by-products of the 
local mills. 

Ready-mixed rations should contain 
enough digestible protein so that they 
may be fed unchanged with the poorer 
grades of roughage, such as timothy 
hay or even corn stover, and still sup- 
ply sufficient nutrients for the aver- 
age cow. The dairyman who has a 
supply of alfalfa or clover hay does 
not need to feed a ration containing 
as much protein as one who is feeding 
a poorer grade of roughage. Conse- 
quently, the former may add home- 
grown corn or oats to a ration of this 


A T this season there is an increase 





kind and thereby reduce the cost of 
his feed very materially. This is 
especially advantageous this year 
when the corn crop in Michigan has 
been exceptionally good. 

The ration outlined here is com- 
posed of feeds that are available at 
most Michigan mills and elevators. It 
is estimated to contain 22 per cent 
crude protein, 4 per cent fat, less than 
10 per cent fiber, 19.6 per cent diges- 
tible crude protein, and 73.5 per cent 
total digestible nutrients. The cost of 
the ingredients for this ration will 
vary somewhat because of freight 
rates and other local conditions and 
consequently no estimate of cost is 
made. It is made up as follows: 

500 Ibs. corn gluten feed, 23% 

300 Ibs. ground corn 

200 Ibs. ground oats 

300 Ibs. cottonseed meal, 43% 

300°lbs. linseed oil meal, 34% 

200 lbs. wheat bran 

140 lbs. standard wheat middlings 

20 Ibs. steamed bone meal 

20 Ibs. calcium carbonate 
ground limestone) 

20 lbs. salt 


Suggested Guarantee 

Twenty-two per cent protein, 4 per 
cent fat, less than 10 per cent fiber. 

This ration does not contain such 
feeds as gluten meal, brewer’s dried 
grains, distiller’s grains, peanut meal 
or soybean meal. Though these are 
excelient feeds for the dairy cow and 
though it might be possible to make 
a cheaper or better ration by includ- 
ing some or all of them, the fact that 
they are rather closely controlled and 
not always available is sufficient rea- 
son for leaving them out of this ration 
intended for general use by the small 
dealer.

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The dairy cow that has alfalfa hay 
and silage as a basis for her Tation 
usually does not need much protein in 
a ration of farm cereals. The eo 
that is producing about a pound ot 
butter fat a day with such roughage 
will do very well on a ration contajp.

cow that has clover hay and silage for 
roughage should have a ration ¢gp. 
taining a little over 14 per cent diggs. 
tible crude _ protein. Consequently 
when the cows are getting clover or 
alfalfa hay, home grown corn and oats 
may be utilized with this ration by 
mixing 1,000 pounds of the ration with 
the same amount of corn and oats, 
This will produce a mixture having 
a little over 14 per cent digestible 
crude protein. 

This would tend to cheapen the cost 
of the grain ration as both corn and 
oats are lower in price than the mix. 
ture, and it would provide a better 
ration. Adding protein above the re. 
quirements of the cow tends to stimu- 
late milk production but the continued 
feeding of grains high in protein has 
undesirable effects on the cow.

Results of recent experiments con- 
ducted at South Dakota State College 
indicate that ground soybeans can be 
fed with profit by dairy farmers for 
the high protein feed, thus decreasing 
the cost of milk production materially. 
Furthermore, in these tests, ground 
soybeans proved as palatable and 
seemed to have as desirable physiolo- 
gical effect on the cows as linseed oil- 
meal.

Wisconsin Recommends ‘‘Get of Sire’’ 


Reclassification 

T A recent meeting of the Board of Officers of the 
A Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Association, a resolu- 

tion was adopted recommending that at the Wis- 
consin State Fair a regulation be adopted to provide that 
the get of sire classifications should consist of four ani- 
mals, two of them to be females over two years old, one 
female not less than a year old and the fourth animal may 
be a male or female, but it ust be over a year old, and one 
of the females must be in milk. This is adopted as the 
recommendation to the Commissioner of Agriculture, who, 
we understand, has final determination of how the classi- 
fications shall read. As we have previously stated, we 
question if the value of the regular class for get of sire 
will be improved by hedging it around with restrictions 
as to age, sex, etc. If it is desirable to have a restricted 
get of sire, made up of older animals of milking age, we 
would prefer to see a classification of this,sort in addition 
to the class which now holds such an important place in 
our shows. 


Holstein Sportsmanship 


The December 26th issue of the Holstein-Friesian World 
contains a photograph of an animal which should interest 
all Jersey breeders. It is a picture of Killingly Torono 
Lass, a Jersey matron which holds the junior three-year- 
old record ov:.r all breeds with a record of 816.87 lbs. fat 
in 305 days. 

This is the first instance that we know of in which an 
animal of another breed has been depicted in a breed 
journal representing a different breed of dairy cattle. This 
Jersey seems not, however, out of place on a page that 
presents two imposing looking Holstein cows. Dairy cows 
of real worth, regardless of their breed, are interesting 
subjects to al' who are genuinely interested either in the 
business of dairying or in animal breeding. 

Again, we view this Jersey’s photograph in the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World in yet another pleasing light. It is 
in the spirit of true sportsmanship and broadmindness. 
Perhaps there has been too much controversy between 
breeds for the greatest benefit to all. Perhaps a concerted 
effort to boost purebred dairy cattle would be more bene- 
ficial to al! breeds. 

At this opportunity we congratulate Killingly Farm and 
Mr. Richard L. Faux, the manager, for the splendid record 
made by Ki''ingly Torono Lass. To the editors of the

WILLIAM C. HUNT 

On January 17, occurred the death of William C. Hunt, 
Fayetteville, N. Y. Mr. Hunt was fifty-five years old and 
had been in poor health for some time. Two dozen years 
ago, Mr. Hunt occupied a leading place in the Holstein- 
_ Friesian industry, having the distinction of being one of 
the very first to recognize the merit of the Pontiac lines 
as exemplified by the daughters of Hengerveld De Kol 
and Pontiac Korndyke. Long before these sires were 
recognized as outstanding, Mr. Hunt made regular trips to 
the Pontiac herd and purchased carload shipments of 
their daughters. His selections included what have since 
proved to be among the most famous of the great daugh- 
ters of these sires. Among the number were Pontiac 
Clothilde’s De Kol 2d, the first cow to produce over 37 
Ibs. butter in 7 days or 1,000 lbs. butterfat in a year, and 
her full sister, Pontiac Rag Apple, a former record holder 
and the highest priced cow of her time; her dam, Pon- 
tiac Clothilde De Kol, Pontiac Lunde Hengerveld, the dam 
of King of the Pontiacs, and many of the other great 
daughters of Hengerveld De Kol that later made history 
for Stevens Brothers, who in about 1904 or ’05 purchased 
Mr. Hunt’s Village Farm at Liverpool, together with his 
entire herd. Mr. Hunt continued in the Holstein business, 
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purchasing a beautifully located farm in the alfalfa gop. 
tion near Fayetteville, a few miles east of Syracuge 
Failing health, however, forced him, some years ago, to 
abandon all business cares. His father, Charles Hunt, of 
Delhi, New York, was one of the pioneer breeders and hig 
brother, Clarence S. Hunt, Oran, N. Y., was one of the 
pioneer promoters of auctions of Holstein cattle. Another 
brother, G. D. Hunt, of Richland, New York, was formerly 
interested in Holstein-Friesians.

A LEADING MISSOURI HERD 


One of the largest and best known 
Holstein herds in Missouri is the A. 
J. King herd at Grandview, near 
Kansas City, which has been promi- 
nent in Holstein circles for the past 
half dozen years and more. The herd 
today consists of some 200 head of 
purebred Holsteins, and has been built 
up with great care and with strict at- 
tention to the fundamentals of con- 
structive breeding. Mr. King has been 
an important buyer of the tops at 
many of the leading public sales of 
recent years, and other foundation 
animals have been purchased private- 
ly. He has been in a position to keep 
many of his neighbors in the Corn 
3elt supplied with herd sires, breed- 
ing stock and milkers and has made 
many sales to more distant points, in- 
cluding a shipment of 62 head to 
Panama something over a year ago. 

As a result of these buying and sell- 
ing activities, the personnel of the 
herd is constantly changing, but the 
high standard of the herd is being 
constantly improved. When a repre- 
sentative of the World visited the 
herd last fall, he found in the herd a 
daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mer- 
cedes 37th, four daughters of King of 
the Ormsbys, two daughters’. of 
Creator, three daughters of Ormsby 
Sensation, two daughters of Prince 
Aaggie of Berylwood, and daughters 
of many other famous sires including 
King Segis Alcartra Prilly, Avon Pon- 
tiac Echo, Triune Ormsby Piebe 4th, 
Piebe Laura Ollie Homestead King, 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe and 
others. In short, a list of the sires 
having offspring in this herd reads 
almost like a directory of the breed’s 
most famous sires. 

At the head of the herd stands 
Berylwood Prince Johanna Segis, a 
son of the famous Prince Aaggie of 
Berylwood from a 1,000-lb. daughter of 
a 1,.060-lb. cow. This bull has a dis- 
tinguished show ring record that will 
be referred to later. He is assisted in 
his job of herd building by Pabst 


Creator Daisy, one of the most promis- 
ing sons of Creator. 

At the time of the writer’s visit, the 
show season was going full blast and 
two full show strings from the King 
herd were on the road The No. 1 
herd had just competed successfully at 
Missouri State Fair, Ozark Stock 
Show and three other good Missouri 
fairs and was then enroute for the two 
State Fairs of Kansas. The No. 2 
herd was making another circuit of 
minor Missouri shows, and we under- 
stand that a_ splendid display of 
ribbons rewarded Mr. King’s efforts 
during the 1925 season. 

It will also be remembered that Mr. 
King had one of the best show herds 
of the Corn Belt out in 1924, headed by 
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Triune Ormsby Piebe 4th. After the 
return of this herd from the road, g 
disastrous fire demolished the show 
barn and destroyed. practically the en. 
tire 1924 show herd, including the 
senior sire. Nothing daunted, Mr. 
King proceeded at once to build for 
1925, securing Berylwood Prince Jo. 
hanna Segis to head his show herg 
as well as for his breeding herd. This 
sire was made grand champion at the 
five leading shows of Missouri and 
again at Topeka, showing in two-year. 
old form. He also stood second in 
class to a bull that he had previously 
several times defeated, at Hutchinson, 
the American Royal and the Kansas 
National. Many of the cows and 
heifers of the King herd were con- 
sistent winners on this strong circuit 
of nine good shows. At several of the 
Missouri shows, including the Ozark 
Stock Show, all of the championships 
went to the King herd. 

Mr. King is one of Kansas City’s 
best known business men, but the in- 
terest closest to his heart is his farm 
and Holstein herd and we understand 
that very few days pass without find- 
ing him at his farm, going through the 
barns and studying the many prob- 
lems of breeding and herd operation. 
He is one of the most earnest boosters 
of better Holsteins in the Southwest 
and is doing much for the industry in 
that fertile Holstein territory. 





REVIEW OF T. B. TESTING IN 
MICHIGAN 


Another year has passed and we 
may well turn back the pages of 
history to review the progress made 
in comparison to other years. During 
1925 much of our work with the coun- 
ties was retest work and resulted in a 
greater increase in accredited areas 
than in any previous year and for the 
some reason the percentage of dis- 
eased animals found was very low.

37,051 
319,863 cattle were 
tested and 6,303 reactors were found. 
At the close of that year, December 
31, 1923, four counties in Michigan 
were modified accredited a ‘ 
During the calendar year 1924, the 
work covered 18 counties of which 5 
were retests and 13 were new coun- 
ties. During that year 50,105 herds 
containing 411,074 cattle were tested 
and, 12,615 reactors were found. Three 
new counties were accredited and on 
December 31, 1924, there _were 7 
modified accredited counties in Michi- 
gan, work was in progress in 21 _coun- 
ties and 20 were on the waiting list. 
During 1925, twenty counties were 
covered completely, of which 13 were 
retests and 7 were new counties. 
49,013 herds, including 399,666 cattle 
were tested and 4,689 reactors were 
found. During this year only 1.17 per 
cent of the cattle tested were found 
to be diseased as compared to 3.06 
per cent during the calendar year of 
1924. This difference as mentioned 
above is due to the larger proportion 
of retest counties during 1925. Twelve 
new counties were added to the list of 
modified accredited areas making a 
total of 19 accredited counties in 
Michigan, December 31, 1925. On the 
same date, work was in progress in 
15 counties and 22 counties were in- 
cluded in the waiting list. Thus 56 
out of 83 Michigan counties had 
adopted the area plan of eradicating 
bovine tuberculosis by the close of the 
year, leaving three upper peninsula 
counties and 24 in the lower peninsula 
in which no action had been taken.—

Two factors are responsible for this 
(1) the use of proven prepotent herd 
sires and (2) feeding to develop the 
heifers as much as possible by the 
time of first calving. If a heifer is 
worth raising at all we think she is 
worth raising well. Most of the bull 
calves and surplus female calves are 
sold when young before we put much 
expensive feed and labor into them. 
For many years previous to the es- 
tablishment of the present herd of 
purebreds a dairy of grades was main- 
tained and replacements made by the 
purchase of cows. This is quite a 
general practice in institution herds 
throughout the country. However our 
experience shows it to be much more 
profitable and satisfactory to main- 
tain a purebred herd and raise heif- 
ers to maintain the milking herd. 
What succes we have had I woula 
attribute mainly to factors, as follows: 
(1) Judicious selection of founda- 


tion herd. 
_(2) Use proven prepotent herd 
Sires. 


(3) Records of production on all 
cows in dairy thereby eliminating low 
producers and giving us an intelligent 
basis for our breeding operations. 

(4) Good feeds, properly balanced 
and fed according to the ability of the 
individual cow to produce -milk. 

(5) Milking fresh cows three times 
& day increases production and is a 
Profitable operation. 

(6) Growing our heifers so as to 
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give them the best possible develop- 
ment. 

The basis of all our operations is 
the production of the best grade of 
clean raw milk at a minimum cost. 

I might add that we show our cattle 
at our State Fair and win our share 
of the premiums. There is no better 
sales argument to a prospective buyer 
of a bull calf than actual show ring 
winnings if you have the production 
records to go with it. Incidentally we 
find it profitable to advertise our Hol- 
steins in the Holstein-Friesian World.

Six of his daughters have now conm- 
pleted year records at Carnation Milk 
Farms in heifer form.

We are indebted to the Breeder’s Ga- 
zette for publication of the following trib- 
ute to the cow, written several years ago 
by Malcolm R. Patterson, Governor of 
Tennessee in 1907-1911. 


Blind Homer sang of Trojan wars 
and heroes, Virgil of men and arms, 
Horace of love and Falernian wine, 
Dante of the Infernal regions and Mil- 
ton of Paradise; but if I had the 
genius of all these old masters com- 
bined, a harp with a thousand strings 
and the world for an audience, I would 
sing with all my heart and soul of 
the cow, prociaim her virtues—and 
perpetuate her name to the remotest 
generations. If I were a sculptor and 
had the power to chisel my thoughts 
in marble, I would search the quarries 
of the earth for the purest, whitest 
stone, and somewhere, in an enchant- 
ed land, where the skies are bluest, 
the waters purest, and the birds sing 
sweetest far into the soft and mellow 
moonlight nights, I would begin a 
work of love and duty. 


I would bid the cold marble speak 
for me, as I plied the chisel to its 
sides until the rough, hard surface 
took the shape I wished, and at last 
a cow stood revealed, wide and kind- 
eyed, in a posture of patient waiting 
to give the rich contents of her swell- 
ing udder, and bless the receivers 
with joy and health and strength. 

I would make a base on which this 
spirit of my dreams would stand, and 
around its rim I would carve the fig- 
ures of dear little babes, their hands 
and expectant faces raised towards 
their best friend in all the animal 
world, the friend that never fails 
them; the one that puts the firm, pink 
flesh upon their tender frames, the 
one that brings dimples and smiles 
like the touch of angel wings, when 
the sweet, life-giving milk trickles in 
a velvet sugar stream down their tiny 
throats, until the bottle falls away, 
and sleep comes to caress and hold 
them still in its protecting arms.

When the 
children are well, she makes them 
better, and they grow and flourish 
with her constant benefactions. When 
they are sick and wasted, she raises 
them up and starts them right again.

It holds every element 
to sustain and strengthen life. The 
tow works for all humanity without a 
complaint, and was never known to 
strike for higher wages. All she wants 
in exchange for the myriad blessings 
that she confers is enough to eat and 
a place to lie down at night. The cow 
is a lady among all the four-footed 
creatures, a lady that doesn’t need 
fine clothes, or powder or a lip stick to 
set off her infinite charms. 

She is a thorough democrat in her 
habits and opinions. - She gives to men 
and women and children of all races 
and creeds, is kind to all, and favors 
none above the rest. She is dainty, 
too, in her tastes. She would rather 
die before she would feed on flesh. 
Her feed is the clover, the grain and 
succulent things of the vegetable 
world, the grass with which God car- 
pets the earth in living green as it 
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springs fresh from the heart of na- 
ture. 

The cow is domestic. She loves 
home. She knows the place where she 
lives, and is faithful to it. 

If she must wander away for feed, 
when the shadows begin to lengthen 
in the evening, she will be standing 
at the gate asking for admission and 
the chance to yield her rich burden 
which she has stored in daylight 
hours.
